Mr Mayor and Gentlemen, 


I present my Report upon matters affecting the Public 
Becishvon the Borough, for the year 1957. 


Population. 
The estimated population of 8,210 shows an increase of 


mee oOver une previous year, and is the highest figure on record. 
ie wnunper on lave births excecded the number of deaths 


Births, 

ije setae of 20.5 per 1000" population is slightly 
feecreesca over fhe previous year, but is still a high rate, It is 
considerably higher than the Rate for Pembrokeshire (16.9), and 
the Rate for the whole of England and Wales (16.1). 

The number of Still-births (4) increased over the 
preceding year (3), but the Still-birth rate is still lower than 
the Rate for both the County and England and Wales. 

There was a large decrease in the number of Illegitimate 
births (2), the lowest on record since 1947. The Illegitimate 
burth=race is only a fraction of the Rate for the County and for 
England and Wales. 


Deaths, 

The General Death Rate (11.6) increased slightly over 
the preceding year, but compares favourably with the Rate for the 
Gounty (11.8), and for England and Wales (11.5). 

There was a large decrease in the number of deaths 
attributed to Cancer. The Cancer Death Rate (0.9), is less than 
half the National Rate (2.1). Cancer of the Lungs accounted for 
42705 all Cancer Deaths. 

There was also a considerable decrease in the number 
of Infant Deaths, (i.e. children under 1 years of age). The Infant 
Mortality Rate (10.8) is less than half of the Rate for the 
County (34.1), and England and Wales (23.0). 

There was only one Violent Death during the year, the 
smallest on record since 1947. 


Tuberculosis. 

The number of fresh cases of Pulmonary Tuberculosis 
notified was 3 as compared with 2 for 1956. There were no deaths 
from Pulmonary Tuberculosis for the th year running, 

There were no fresh cases and no deaths from Non~ 
Pulmonary Tuberculosis. 

The Mass Radiography Unit continues to pay periodic 
visits, and is invaluable for picking@up early cases. 

Your Medical Officer assists the County Health 
Department with the Tuberculin Testing and B.C.G.Vaccination 
of School ,children. Approximately 1500 children were skin~tested, 
and 1200 vaccinated during 1957. 


General Infectious Diseases, 

The Borough was exceptionally free from Infectious 
Disease during the year. Only Measles and Whoopbng-cough were 
notified, 81 and 47 cases respectively. Your Medical Officer 
assists tne County Health Yepartnment in the vaccination scheme 
against Poliomyelitis. The scheme covers children up to/5 years 
of age, expectant Mothers, Doctors & Nursing staff,

Milk Supplies 
For the second successive year the milk sampling 


scheme showed 100% satisfactory samples, 


Water Supplies. 


The average consumption of water per head of 
population continued to be rather high. The Water supply, 
however, is satisfactory both in quantity and quality. 


Food Control. 

The Ice-Cream sampling scheme showed some 
deterioration in the hygienic stang@ard of production and 
handling. 

The number of animals slaughtered at the Slaughter 
House increased over the preceding year. It would appear that 
small slaughter-houses, which re~commenced slaughtering after 
de-centralization in 1955, are returning their trade to the 
Haverfordwest Centre. Only .2% of all carcases were condemned 
Om eecount Of Tuberculosis, which reflects the efficiency of 
Tuberculosis eradication in the area. 


Housing, 

The Council's Post~war Housing record has been 
& fine achievement. There are relatively few really bad housing 
conditions in the Borough. Apart from the Pre~fabricated 
Bungalows, all temporary housing units have been closed or 
demolished, 

There are still, however, a few groups of houses 
in the Borough which are much below the modern standard. In 
addition there are many derelict premises which require to be 
dealt with on public health and amenity grounds. 


There are approximately 300 applicants for 
re-housing in the Borough. 


General Sanitation. 


Viti eecara Go Teruse collection there is still 
neéd for improvement in the standard of bins used by householders. 
Also the commission of the new Refuse Tip is becoming a matter 
of urgency. 

It is to be hoped that the proposed new Sewerage 
beheme for the Borough will proceed as early as possible, 

The defects of the present system have been dnumerated for 
several years, 


In conclusion,I wish to thank the Members of the 
Council, and the Officers, for their continued courtesy and 
co~operation.

Sources of suppliés. 


1.Prescelly. The Prescelly gathering grounds and impounding 
Reservoir (Capacity 460,000,000) gallons are situated in North 
Fast Pembrokeshire. As a constitutent member of the Prescelly 
Water Board, the Borough has. an allocation from this source, The 
present allocation is 400,000 gallons per day. This water is a 
typical upland surface water, being soft and somewhat acid. ifeee(s! 
relatively free from pollution, and passes through a modern 
filtration and chlorination plant before entering the trunk main. 
The chemical and bacteriological condition of the water is 
controlled at source, by routine sampling, (Organised by the 
Engineer of the Prescelly Water Board. 


2,Crowhill Well. This is a shallow well on tne Western Bank of 
the Western Cleddau, situated approximately one mile from the 
Borough. The supply is fluctuating, but on the average 91,000 
gallons per day are provided from this source. 


Storase and Service, The new Service and storage reservoir, 
(capacity 445,000 gallons) has been completed at Portfield Gate. 
Tt will eliminate many service problems, and also increase the 
Borough's reserve of water to approximately 3 days'’s supply. 

‘+ augments the other storage reservoirs 
in the Haven Road and Cemetery Lane, (combined capacity 350,000 
gallons). 


Distribution & Use of Water. 

During 1957 the average daily amount of 
water used in the Borough was 460,690 gallons. This represents 
over 57 gallons per head of the population, which is a high 
Fieure,
